I talked to quite a few of the men 
and they thought it a swell idea. A 
paper, now nearing seven years old, 
“The Bulletin”, Is Issued monthly, 
which tells just what the welfare 
committee has done. 

Then there’s the Community Club, 
around which practically all social 
activities revolve, because it has a 
membership of 1,235 employees and 
80 townspeople. A fee of 50 cents 
a month or $5.00 yearly is charged, 
but women and children are con¬ 
sidered members though they pay no 
fee. 

The organization is controlled by 
a board of directors, elected yearly 
by the members on a basis of one 
director for each 250 members or 
major fraction thereof.
